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“Quanrz.—One of the richest quartz ledges in| 


the State is located in the Eurexa Moentain, iand 
owned by the 76 Quartz Mining Company. The 


| ledge is situated on the side of the mountain, a 
"I itle below and to the east of the Eureka Co.'s 


ledge. All of the rock which the Co. crush, has 
to be packed on mules from the ledge down to 
the mill, a distance of about one mile, and as it 
would not pay to pack all of the rock taken out, 
it is assorted at the ledge and any that will not 
pay over thirty dollars per ton is rejected. “It 
ls heretofore been the practice of the Company 
to discontinue werk on the ledge during the win- 
ter months, bug last summer the. Company built 
a new lodging house, near the ledge, aud Mr. Ele 
well, the Superirtendent, wishing to make certain 
changes and improvements in the manner of 
working the mine, has bad several’men at work 
during the past winter. He has got every-thing 
in sbip-shape, and at the same time has taken 
out a large amount of rock, several tons of which 
will average $150 per ton, and all of the accepted 
rock will probably pay $75 per ton. The rejected 
rock, of which since the ledge has been worked, 
thousands of tons have accumulated, would. prop- 
ably pay ten dollars per ton, but is valueless to 
the Compauy urless they build a railroad , track 
from the ledge to the mill, or put up a steain mill 
near the mine. Several years since the Company, 


at an expense of several thousand dollars, 


built a “ chute” 3,700 fect tong, from the ‘ledge 
to the mill, but a short trial convinced them that 
their improvement was valuelees—it would not 
answer the purpose for which it was intended,— 
but we presume the Company, iu the course of a 
few years will “ rig a purchase ” which will ena-
